The type of Miliusa sinensis is given by Finet and Gagnepain as Cavalerie 
& Fortunat 2051 from Houa-Kiang, collected on 6 June 1904. In the 
Leveill6 Herbarium this specimen bears the number 2151. There is also 
a Cavalerie collection numbered 2051 but it was gathered in Lo-fou in 
April 1908. It seems probable that Finet & Gagnepain intended the 
Houa-Kiang specimen as the type and the number 2051 was cited in error 
for 2151. 

Rehder had not seen the type of M. sinensis but expressed little doubt 
that Evodia lyi {Cavalerie 3971, holo. E.) was synonymous. Comparison 
with the apparent isotype of M. sinensis in Edinburgh supports his 
opinion.
